The bill to establish a director of 
munitions is modeled after the British 
law. The committee proposes that the 
should be subordinate only to 
the war council and the president and 
not the cabinet, taking over many sup- 
ply functions of the war, navy, ship- 
building, and other branches. The di- 
rector would have control of all war 
supplies, thelr production, 
‘transportation, and distribution.

~ IDLE MINES BROUGHT CRISIS 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

The recent blizzards are only the im- 

mediate cause of the coal shortage in 

eastern half of the United States. 
The real and fundamental causes are 
far different. Neither can the present 
railroad congestion or shortage of coal 
cars be set down as more than imme- 
diately responsibſe. 

Take a map of the United States and 
draw the are of a circle beginning at 
Bath, Me., on the north, running as far 
west as Buffalo, N. Y., and terminating 


on the south at Norfolk, Va. Observe 


that, as compared with the whole of 
the United States, this territory is only 


a tiny bite out of the states bordering 


on the Atlantic ocean.
